Speaking, And 


Radio Work Offered By SAC 


(Editor’s Note: Following is the fifteenth of a series of 
articles written by Lorraine Elam, El Don reporter, to ac- 
quaint students with various departments of the college.) 

Did you ever dream of being on the stage? Would you 
like to create with a few boards, some paint, and twenty 
yards of cloth, the sets and costumes for a play? Or would 
you like to be able to speak before an audience with poise 


and assurance? The SAC Speech 
Department can teach you these 
skills and many more. , 
After a student has completed 
the first semester of work in 
speech 1AB he will be able to pre- 
pare and deliver with logic and 
conviction a four to six minute 
speech. At least twelve speeches 
are given before the class during 


the semester. ‘ 


After Dinner Speeches 
In the second half of the course 
the student learns to make after 
dinner speeches, he studies persua- 
sive speech, panel discussion, and 
how to be a master of ceremonies. 


Speech 2AB is devoted to voice 
improvement, reading aloud and 
interpreting ideas of others from 
the printed page to an audience. 
Students are taught how to inter- 
pret Shakespeare intelligently, 
how to prepare literary programs 
for recital performance, and per- 
formance standards. 


Students who plan to take only 
two years of college work will find 
Speech 71 valuable in acquiring 
the ability to speak before groups. 

“Those who have a desire to do 
club or organization work of any 
type should have a basic knowledge 
of parliamentary law,’ remarked 
Mr. C. Lee Ford, as he described 
the various courses of the depart- 
ment. Speech 76 gives study and 
practice in the basic rules of pro- 
cedure for the conducting of meet- 
ings. 

Imaginations Sharpened 

Speech 10AB, is a basic course in 
acting, develops poise, improves 
the speaking voice and sharpens 
the imagination. Pantomine, a 
means ‘of expression, without 
words, is taught to develope the art 
of expression through the use of 
the body and face. They also read 
and act out parts of the best plays, 
besides taking part in theatrical 
productions of the college players. 


A study of design and construc- 
tion of scenery, lighting, and 


painting is made in the course on 
Stagecraft, 28AB. Students learn 
styles of theatrical setting from 
realism to impressionism. They 
learn how to create atmosphere, 
how to mix paints, elementary car- 
pentry, and the handling and care 
of basic tools. 2 

“Initiative is developed in the 
stagecraft and costuming classes,”’ 
said Rita Riggs, instructor of 
speech and radio classes at SAC. 
‘“‘When students become part of the 
backstage crew of a theatrical pro- 
duction, they learn the importance 
of teamwork and cooperation.’ 

Costumes Designed 

The members of speech class 
28CD design and construct the cos- 
tumes of all the theatrical produc- 
tions given by the college players. 
A basic history of costumes from 
the time of the Egyptians to con- 
temporary times is given. The stu- 
dents receive instruction in ele- 
mentary costume design, pattern 
drafting and cutting. 

Next fall there will be a new 
course, Speech 3AB, giving a his- 
torical survey of the theater. This 
course is designed for both the 
drama major and the student in- 
terested in acquiring a_ better 
understanding of the theater. 


Radio Workshop 
Radio Workshop, or Speech 14AB 
is a study of basic radio techniques 
from the use of microphones and 
sound equipment to the writing 
and production of scripts. Students 
get practical experience in .radio 
stations such as KBIG and KVOE. 
“In the Speech Department we 
try to serve a two-fold purpose,” 
said Ford. ‘First to give the stu- 
dent the training and experience 
required .by a’ lower ‘division 
speech or drama major. Second, to 
provide all interested students with 
training and experience that: will 
give them a better appreciation of 
movies, radio, television, and 
drama.”

Students Kill Grass 
To Aid In UCLA 


Extension Service

Perhaps you noticed a pile of 
dirt holding down a ten foot square 
of plastic tarpaulin on the lawn 
between the Student Union and 
the music studios last week? 

This week the dirt and tarpaulin 
are gone, but a large patch of dead 
grass remains. It seems our agri- 
cultural students have been testing 
various strains of lawn seeds at 
several locations about the campus. 
They killed the patch of Bermuda 
grass by methyl bromide fumaga- 
tion in order to have a clear space 
for the tests. 

The gas was injected under the 
tarpaulin through a tube and left 
covered for over twenty-four 
hours. The process kills the Ber- 
muda to a depth of one foot be- 
neath the surface. The same pro- 
cess is often used on golf courses 
and elsewhere throughout industry. 

The experiments have been going 
on for over a year now here at the 
college in order to develop a var- 
iety of better lawn seeds for dif- 
ferent soil, sun and shade, and 
wear conditions. The testing pro- 
gram is- being carried out on cam- 
pus by Mr. Paul E. Andres, 
head of SAC’s agricultural depart- 
ment, in, conjunction with the 
office of Orange county farm ad- 
visor, Mr. Longfellow. The farm 
advisory, in turn, is an extension 
service of UCLA.

She joined the SAC college and 
high school faculty in 1917 and 
taught on both levels for several 
years. After the separation of the 
college from the high school cam- 
pus in 1933 she devoted her full 
time teaching to college chemistry 
and science. 


5000 Students 


She recently thumbed through 
a bulky volume containing the 
names and grades of nearly 3000 
science students she has taught - 
since 1917. And for some 20 years, 
she taught all women students in 


‘her health class, bringing to per- 


haps 5000 the number of men and 
women she has instructed. She re- 
mained the only chemistry instruc- 
tor until Thomas Van Osdell joined 
the science staff in 1948. 


During the years she has served 
the college she has been an in- 
structor of chemistry, physiology, 
general science and health. Check- 
ing her class book, she learned that 
her rolls have included 1417 stu- 
dents in chemistry 1, 53 night stu- 
dents, 1054 in advanced chemistry, 
85 in summer school, 142 in organ- ~ 
ic chemistry, 39 in quantitative, 
making 2790 in chemistry. She also 
had 138 in physiology. 


Native Californian 


Mrs. Cottrell is a native of 
Southern California and graduated 
from Senta Ana High School in 
1911. She spent the next six years 
at the University of California re- 
ceiving her professional traiming. 

After her retirement, Mrs. Cot- 
trell and her husband, James J. 
Cottrell, plan to do some traveling. 
Her first desire, however, is to 
have some time for puttering in 
the garden. “I want to get this 
chemistry lab smell out of my 
lungs,”’ she chuckled. 


War Memories 

Having taught through three 
war periods, she recalled how stu- 
dents in World War I made quilts 
and knitted for war orphans in 
their free time.
